Language Used By Chief Executive 


Close To An Ultimatum—33 Ry. 
Presidents Leave White House 
Divided In Sentiment, But Majori- 
ty In An Unyielding Attitude—Ne- 
gotiations, However, Not Off. 


WASHINGTON, AUGUST 19.—After an hour's conference with 


President Wilson today, the 33 railroad presidents left the Whit* 
House without giving any indication that they had abandoned their 
stand for arbitration, but with assurance that the negotiations were 
not ended. 


The railway presidents went to the White House conference with, 


out their managers' committee, contrary to expectations and previ- 
ous announcement. 


They still held to the view that they had only authority to speak 


for their own roads and were not vested with the authority to speak 
for all the lines which the managers' committee has. 


There were many reports of the attitude of the presidents, none 


of which could definitely be traced to a responsible source. The pre- 
dominant one was that not all the presidents were in favor of hold- 
ing out. against the president's proposal to the point of a strike. 
The majority, however, were said to be in an unyielding attitude.
